BODY OF REPORT: 

ON 5/25/13 AT APPROXIMATELY 2040 HOURS I WAS DISPATCHED TO THE AREA OF RENO AND 
ROBINSON, THE SW PORTION OF THE COX CONVENTION CENTER. DISPATCH ADVISED THEY 
RECEIVED MULTIPLE CALLS IN REFERENCE TO A SUBJECT THAT WAS TAKING PICTURES UP 
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GIRLS DRESSES. DISPATCH ADVISED THE SUBJECT WAS ATTEMPTING TO LEAVE BUT PEOPLE 
WERE KEEPING HIM THERE UNTIL POLICE ARRIVED. DISPATCH ADVISED ONE OF THE 
CALLING PARTIES SAID IT APPEARED THE SUBJECT WAS ALSO ATTEMPTING TO DELETE 
PICTURES FROM HIS CAMERA. 

UPON ARRIVAL, OFFICER WAUTERS, 1724, MADE CONTACT WITH THE SUBJECT, IDENTIFIED 
HERE AS AR CAMPFIELD. AR SAID HE WAS AT THE CONVENTION CENTER ON AN ASSIGNMENT 
FOR THE OKLAHOMAN. AR HAD A CAMERA WITH HIM. OFFICER WAUTERS ASKED AR IF WE 
COULD LOOK AT HIS CAMERA AND THE PICTURES ON IT AND HE AGREED. OTHER OFFICERS 
AND I SEARCHED THE CAMERA FOR PICTURES HOWEVER IT APPEARED THERE WERE NO 
PICTURES ON IT WHATSOEVER AND THE SD CARD WAS MISSING FROM IT. 

I MADE CONTACT WITH MULTIPLE P EOPLE AT THE SCENE. I FIRST MADE CONTACT WITH A 
SUBJECT, IDENTIFIED HERE AS VI flH| VI SAID WHILE SHE WAS INSIDE THE 
CONVENTION CENTER, AR WAS TAKING PHOTOS AND CONTINUED TO BUMP INTO HER, AND 
BRUSH PAST HER, A TOTAL OF FOUR SEPARATE TIMES. VI SAID IT WAS NOT SO CROWED 
WHERE SHE WAS STANDING SUCH THAT PEOPLE WERE BUMPING INTO EACH OTHER. VI SAID 
THERE WAS NO REASON FOR AR TO KEEP BUMPING INTO HER. 

NEXT I SPOKE WITH A YOUNG GIRL, IDENTIFIED HERE AS IP1 ■■■V. IP1 SAID SHE 
WAS WALKING WITH HER HALF-SISTER, IDENTIFIED HERE AS IP2flHV AROUND THE SE 
CORNER OF THE CONVENTION CENTER, AND A SUBJECT, IDENTIFIED AS AR, CONTINUED TO 
BUMP INTO HER BACK SIDE, MULTIPLE TIMES, AND BRUSH AGAINST HER. IP1 AND IP2 
SAID WHERE THIS HAPPENED, IT WAS NOT SO CROWDED THAT PEOPLE WERE BUMPING INTO 
EACH OTHER. IP1 SAID SHE DID NOT UNDERSTAND WHY AR WAS BUMPING INTO HER. IP1 
SAID SHE WAS ALSO CONCERNED ABOUT HER BROKEN ARM THAT WAS IN A CAST AND HAD TO 
PHYSICALLY CREATE A BARRIER BETWEEN HER AND AR TO PREVENT HER ARM FROM BEING 
PUSHED. IP1 AND IP2 SA ID AFT ER AR HAD BEEN BUMPING INTO IP1, A PERSON, 
IDENTIFIED HERE AS WI1 M CAUGHT THEIR ATTENTION. 

I MADE CONTACT WITH WI1 WI1 SAID HE OBSERVED AR TAKING PHOTOS UP IPl'S 

DRESS. WI1 SAID AR HAD HIS CAMERA HANGING VERY LOW AND WALKED RIGHT UP AGAINST 
IP1 FROM BEHIND. WI1 SAID THE CAMERA WAS MAKING CLICKING NOISES WHILE IT WAS 
UNDER IPl'S DRESS. WI1 ADDRESSED AR AND ASKED HIM IF HE WAS TAKING PHOTOS 
UNDER IPl'S DRESS. WI1 SAID AR DENIED DOING SO AND SHOWED WI1 A PHOTO OF 
TORNADO DAMAGE ON HIS CAMERA. 

SGT BROWN, 1548, SPOKE WITH A WITNESS, IDENTIFIED HERE AS WI2 flH WI2 SAID 
SHE OBSERVED AR ' S CAMERA FLASH WHILE AR'S CAMERA WAS POINTED UP IPl'S SKIRT. 

TWO WITNESSES ALSO OBSERVED AR TAKING PICTURES UP VI ' S DRESS. WI1 SAID HE 
OBSERVED AR DO THE SAME EXACT THING TO VI THAT HE DTD TO IP1, WITHOUT VI ' S 
KNOWLEDGE. IN ADDITION, I MADE CONTACT WITH WI3 flBHV WI3 SAID HE OBSERVED 
AR PLACE HIS CAMERA IN HIS BAG, AND WALK NEXT TO VI, SUCH THAT THE CAMERA WAS 
POINTED UNDER HER DRESS. 

I MADE CONTACT WITH TWO MORE GIRLS, IDENTIFIED HERE AS IP3 ■■■RND IP4 

THAT SAID AR BRUSHED AGAINST THEM MULTIPLE TIMES IN SUCH A MANNER THAT IT MADE 
THEM FEEL VERY UNCOMFORTABLE. THEY BOTH SAID THEY WERE NOT STANDING IN A 
CROWDED AREA SUCH THAT PEOPLE WERE BUMPING INTO EACH OTHER AND THEY FELT 
UNCOMFORTABLE ABOUT THE WAY AR CONTINUED TO BUMP INTO THEM. 
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FINALLY, I MADE CONTACT WITH A SUBJECT, IDENTIFIED HERE AS IP5 0HBHV, THAT 
SAID HE ASSISTED IN KEEPING AR AT THE SCENE UNTIL POLICE ARRIVED. IP5 SAID AR 
WAS TRYING TO LEAVE THE SCENE. 

WITH AR'S PERMISSION I LOOKED AT AR'S CAMERA AND CAMERA BAG. THERE WERE NO 
PICTURES STORED ON THE CAMERA ITSELF AND THERE WAS NO SD CARD IN THE CAMERA. I 
ATTEMPTED TO TAKE A PHOTO WITH THE CAMERA HOWEVER IT WOULD NOT TAKE ONE WITHOUT 
THE SD CARD INSIDE. I ASKED AR WHERE THE SD CARD WAS AND HE SAID HE FORGOT IT 
AT HOME. INSIDE AR'S CAMERA BAG, I FOUND A SD CARD CASE, HOWEVER IT WAS EMPTY. 



AR ALSO CONSENTED TO A SEARCH OF HIS PERSON. OFFICER WAUTERS SEARCHED AR BUT 
WAS UNABLE TO LOCATE THE SD CARD. 

LT. SCOTT, 1108, WHO WAS ON SCENE ADVISED AR THAT PEOPLE OBSERVED HIM TAKING 
PHOTOS AT THE EVENT AND THAT HE EVEN SHOWED A WITNESS (WI1) A PHOTO OF TORNADO 
DAMAGE ON THE CAMERA. LT . SCOTT ASKED AR WHERE THE SD CARD THAT WAS IN THE 
CAMERA WAS, BUT AR INSISTED HE LEFT IT AT HOME. 

I ASKED AR WHY HE WAS AT THE EVENT AT THE CONVENTION CENTER AND HE SAID HE WAS 
REPORTING FOR THE OKLAHOMAN. LT. SCOTT CONTACTED AR'S SUPERVISOR AND VERIFIED 
THAT AR WAS IN FACT DOING A REPORT FOR THEM AT THAT LOCATION. AR'S SUPERVISOR 
SAID THAT AR'S CAMERA REQUIRES A SD CARD TO TAKE PHOTOS. 

I TOOK PHOTOS OF THE INVOLVED PARTIES AND GAVE THEM CITIZEN ASSISTANCE FORMS. 
OFFICERS SEARCHED THE AREA FOR AN SD CARD BUT WERE UNABLE TO LOCATE ONE. 

VI WANTED TO PRESS CHARGES AGAINST AR. VI SIGNED COMPLAINT 126713713 CHARGING 
AR WITH ASSAULT AND BATTERY. I TRANSPORTED AR TO THE OKLAHOMA COUNTY JAIL 
WHERE I BOOKED HIM IN ON THE ABOVE-LISTED CHARGE. 

I BOOKED AR'S CAMERA BAG AND CAMERA INTO THE OCPD PROPERTY ROOM FOR 
SAFEKEEPING .
